The main focus of the boycott on May 12th was an f 
attempt to disrupt the economy of the facility by 
refusing to eat in the dining hall, use the 
collect-call phones, or purchase items from the 
canteen. Such acts were to continue until the 
prisoners gained the desired attention and respect 
from prison administrators. 

The following is a brief list generalizing the most 
pressing concerns from the prisoners: 

-the use of excessive force/physical punishment 

-the disrespectful and vindictive behavior of staff 
and officers 

-the lack of adequate medical /mental health care 

-the lack of fulfilling work/education 
opportunities 

-the discrimination against 

racial /religious/cultural/political groups 

-the excessive disciplinary fines and sanctions 

-the artificially high cost of phone calls and 
canteen items 

-a myriad of other problems that have created an 
environment hostile to the prisoners' well-being, 
rehabilitation, and reintegration into the free 
world 

The collective of prisoners at the Eastern Oregon 
Correctional Institution stated, "Unless our 
concerns are given timely and serious 
consideration, we will continue to engage in 
further escalation of direct action...We cannot 
afford to remain silent any longer!" 

The prisoners singled out as organizers of the 
boycott were charged with and convicted of 
Extortion 1, Unauthorized Organization 1, 
Disrespect 1, Disobedience of an Order, and 
Disturbance. All of these prisoners have received

carrying a prisoner who was dying of a heart attack on a stretcher. They were gleefully 
laughing and joking as the guy's face turned purple. I'm sure that when he expired, they 
gave the thumbs up like Sabrina Harman. -*y 

I once knew a prisoner for twelve years who was 21 months shy of going home, yet he'd 
become so despondent due to systematic medical neglect of type 2 diabetes that one day 
he committed suicide by walking up two flights of stairs in the gym, hanging his cane on 
the banister, and sliding backwards over it to the concrete handball court below. He 
likely got the idea from another older gent who, driven desperate by the Texas hate 
machine, climbed five stories on an outside stairwell near the prison yard and jumped to 
his death 

One other case pops to mind. It involves a prisoner who was suicidal and had already 
made previous attempts but was not kept under suicide watch. He suffered from serious 
depression. After a guard at work verbally abused him, this prisoner went to his cell, 
took a tin can lid, cut his mattress open, crawled inside it, and fatally sliced himself from 
pelvis to sternum. 

These few incidents don't even scratch the surface. 1 merely use them to point out the 
medieval type institutions in the U. S. which produce these psychological states 

For others, it causes bitter anger and hatred of the oppressors and their authoritarian 
practices. I hear some say that "huntin' will be mighty fun when the rabbit gets the gun." 
For me personally, I have to struggle every day with a hatred that could cause me to be 
retributive and authoritarian. I hold out though, for an abolition that allows for 
redemption, even of the sorriest asshole prison guard

Prisoners Punished Working for Better Treatment 

Pendleton, Oregon - Several prisoners held at the 
Eastern Oregon Correctional Institution have been 
placed in disciplinary segregation after being 
singled out as organizers or "ringleaders" of a 
boycott of the chow hall that was to start on May 
12, 2004. 

The prisoners were convicted of organizing acts of 
civil disobedience and direct action in protest of 
inhumane and unconscionable treatment. In an ironic 
retaliation to these acts, the Eastern Oregon 
Correctional Institution found the prisoners, who 
wanted a safe and humane environment, a threat and 
silenced them by segregating them from the general 
prison population. 



As an anarchist-communist, a couple of the best examples I can point out to validate the 
anarchist argument against hierarchical social structures would include the military and 
prisons. Both are excellent examples of how power corrupts if we look at the Mi Lais 
and Atticas throughout history. Both rely on authoritarian, hierarchical chains of 34» 
command, dominance and submission social dynamics. Both are peopled by often highly 
brainwashed patriotic types. 1 work in the prison garage fixing the guards' vehicles, and 
most of them sport red, white, and blue decals that read "Proud American" or "I Pledge 
Allegiance to the Flag... and One Nation Under God." Both the military and prisons rely 
on a demonized and dehumanized other as a focus for abuse, be they Iraqis, prisoners, 
etc. 



I used to call Texas the Gulag State. Now I call it the Abu Ghraib State. One hundred 
and sixty-five thousand prisoners in this state's penal institutions are held in conditions of 
privation, forced labor without pay, perpetual aggravation by guards, medical neglect, 
and a thousand daily petty vindictive hassles by guards of all genders and races 

Allow me to briefly scratch the surface of the matter with a few illustrations of prison 
conditions which I believe form the dialectic of a growing abolition movement. As I'm 
sure can be found across the board in U. S. prisons, Texas prisons are run by sadistic, 
sometimes psychotic, mcgalomaniacal assholes, who thrive on an unfair power dynamic 
which allows them to fuck with prisoners. That is with relative impunity. These 
practices come in many forms such as the anal retentive cage rattling of having basic 

necessities denied to you by a pig, or the good ole chain yank of being written up on a 
bogus disciplinary case and having it stick in a prison kangaroo court and losing good 
time credits or parole eligibility. This practice has recently escalated now that, due to 
fiscal crises, parole rates are up and prison guards see their future job security threatened. 
There's also the good ole practice of beating down a prisoner and then charging him with 
assault on a peace officer. This can result in a twenty year aggregate sentence being 
stacked on top of the prisoner's present sentence. 

Texas prison guards are well aware of the fact that to even slap one of them can cause a 
prisoner to stay another decade in prison. So, they constantly play it up to the hilt, being 
just as provocative as is humanly possible towards prisoners. Every day prisoners have 
to swallow their pride and walk away from the provocations of these cowardly, 
despicable fascists. Some don't walk away. They get fed up and give in to their rage. 
They need our support 

Bush's claim that the prison abuse at Abu Ghraib doesn't reflect American values is 
bullshit The prison abusers and warders of Abu Ghraib were exports to Iraq from this 
country. Same mindset, same modus operandi. 1 would remind you of the prisoners 
down here in Brazoric County, Texas caught on film as guards made them crawl on their 
bellies while they loosened German shepherd dogs on them. 

It's now come to light that even our Commander-in-Thief, while he was governor of 
Texas, refused to even read the appeals for clemency of condemned death row prisoners. 
This paragon of American justice and family values refused to even read the cases with 
clear-cut mitigating circumstances for strong possibilities of innocence. I remember well, 
as a cook in the kitchen during the Bush gubernatorial years, the many depressing days as 
last meals were being prepared for the condemned. As Bush ushered in the first year, 
Texas executed some 30+ prisoners, a trend that continues today. 

Prisoner abuse is neither gender nor race specific. The Sabrina Harmans and Lynndie 
Englands are universal types in these places I've seen Texas prison guards perfunctorily

There are many 
reasons we are doing all of this. It is the third such anarchist 
organised prison abolition conference and ABC (Anarchist Black 
Cross) organising gathering. But, more importantly, we are working 
with community groups of prisoner supporters, family members and 
serious veterans of the struggle. We want to help educate and 
empower eachother, draw new people into the movement and raise 
some serious issues. It's an important time and place to tell the 
truth! 

We are planning on bringing sucn notables as Pain and 
Ramona Africa, Tom Big Warrior and Robert King, among 
others. Throughout Chicagoland and the Midwest are several 
support groups that are interested in doing presentations 
about various subjects.

AIDS, rape, hepatitis C, torture, 
neglect, abuse and cruelty in many respects, will be delved 
into. Many local activist and support groups will be given an 
opportunity to explain their work. Family members of 
prisoners will have a strong voice. It's an educational and 
networking opportunity that we are making a point to be 
inclusive about. After all, our work is about the people and the 
families being menaced by the state - poor and "non-white" 
mainly. The strength of anarchism is in organic community 
work. This is the third such anarchist-organized prison 
abolition conference whose purpose also includes specific 
collaboration and discussions with ABC Network chapters 
(and sister groups) to strengthen our network and increase our 
effectiveness. We want to help spawn new ABC chapters and 
increase the levels of support for the prisoners we work with,

Howdy Friends, Comrades, Fellow Proletarians, 

I'm writing to you from the Texas concentration camp's infamous Walls Unit. This is the 
local where so many people are put to death that it hardly makes the news anymore. 
People are put to death by the Suite for crimes not much different than the ones it is now 
committing in Iraq. 

Malcolm X spoke about the chickens coming home to roost. I see the Texas prison and 
all prison systems, for that matter, as incubators of those proverbial chickens. Included in 
this group are the men and women sentenced in the master class' courts and made bitter 
from years of abuse in the hate machines called prisons. It also includes family members 
and friends of these human beings, as well as communities that have seen through the law 
and order bullshit mystification and the ruling class war that imprisonment really is. The 
more working people are subjected to these brutalities, the more that consciousness will 
spread against the concept and use of imprisonment. Marx said capitalism produces its 
own grave diggers. 1 believe the Prison Industrial Complex will produce its own 
abolitionists. I also believe that the prison abolition movement will be linked to many 
other social movements towards creating a sane and just planet. 

This is perhaps an eye-opening and historical time where people are beginning, on a 
massive scale, to question the motives of politicians like Bush, for warfare and their 
electoral practices ala Florida. Many are beginning to question the concept of warfare 
period, or if there is any such thing as a "just war." 



Political Message to Chicago 
(Voice of Political Prisoner Khalfani Khaldun) 
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Revolutionary greetings to all attendees to this conference on the abolition of 
prisons. 

Comrades, supporter, liberators: 1 am absolutely sorry that I couldn't be 
there in Chicago in solidarity with you all. 1 write to you, however, from my 
prison cell inside the security housing unit housed inside Indiana. I would 
like to use this time to draw a connection with the history of struggle in 
Chicago and the significance of this conference. 

Chicago has its deep roots in being deeply committed to a people in search 
of freedom. Courageous self-determined men/woman sacrificed their lives, 
homes, and jobs for the sake of educating and protecting themselves. A lot 
of beautiful people lost their lives so that we may one day wake up and forge 
political alliances for the challenge to colonial oppression wherever we may 
be in the world. This is why this conference is what we need to re-instill the 
morality, the self-determination, and direction of the oppressed whites, new 
airikans, hispanics, and native people in this society. 

We must know and not forget the atrocities carried out by the racist pig John 
Burge who was responsible for many of my brothers being framed, given 
life sentence, or sent to death row. Many of these brothers may be among 
you today to show their support against injustice. I ask you to take a 
moment to remember the Black Panther Party, those alive and those who arc 
no longer with us. They remain the real example of real valor and they 
represented the community. 

As one revolutionary community you must also acknowledge that we are 
(all) an extended family. Each and every one of you attending this historical 
conference must take full advantage of this time together. 

The time for rebuilding is now. We are dying every day in these prison 
plantations. We need a massive Midwest movement to help us reorganize 
our struggles for real freedom. So many other states remain at the top of the 
food chain when it concerns support groups. It is my profoundest hope that 
someone among you will help us out here in the state of Indiana. We need 
your help. 



Again, 1 say that I wish I could be there today with you. But this is 
impossible. So I take a moment to extend a clinched fist salutation to Pam 
Afrika and Ramona; Robert King; comrade/brother Fred Hampton, Jr.; 
Arron Patterson; Kathy Kelly, and anyone else.
